WILMOT ANNUAL TOWN MEETING MARCH 13, 2008 


The Meeting was called to order at 7:00 pm by Moderator Tom Kraegar. 


Mary Gutsgell introduced the time capsule & explained to all who attended that this was the 
last chance to add anything. Mary called her committee up to the front & thanked them for all 
their hard work. The Bicentennial Committee consisted of Mary Gutsgell, Julie Morse, Keith 
Fleury, Kate McKibbin, Kelsie Lee, Mare Davis, Charles & Jackie Thomas, & Carol 
Weatherbee. She then sealed the time capsule & placed it in the vault to be opened in 50 
years. 


The Moderator explained the Rules of Procedure for the Town Meeting. 


Selectman Thompson asked to speak. Angela Mahoney, the new Administrative Assistant 
was introduced. Chairman Thompson then thanked Alice Chandler for her 25 years of service 
as Wilmot’s Overseer of Public Welfare & Mary Gutsgell for Chairing a successful 
Bicentennial Celebration throughout the year. 


ARTICLE 3: Moderator read the Article. Motion made by Selectman Thompson, seconded 
by Keith Fleury. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to enter into a five 
(5) year bank note of three hundred sixteen thousand dollars ($316,000.00) for the purpose 
of purchasing land known as tax map 10-4 and 10-4-1 on NH Rte 4A for the future site of the 
Highway Garage. In accordance with RSA 33: 8 long term funding requires a two-thirds 
(2/3) ballot vote to pass. Passage of this article will add seventy-one thousand dollars 
($71,000.00) to be raised by taxes in 2008. This same amount will be raised by taxes in the 
following four (4) years. 2/3 vote needed. After much discussion, the Moderator explained 
that there has to be a 2/3 vote & that voting will be open for one hour. Voting started at 
8:02pm & ended at 9:02pm. There were 107 votes, 62 in favor, 45 opposed. 


ARTICLE 4: The Moderator explained that if Article 3 does not pass the budget will be less 
71,000 so he asked for a motion to move Article 4 to the end of the meeting after the hour 
window is up for voting on Article 3. 

Passed by show of hands vote 


ARTICLE 5: Moderator read the Article. Motion made by Rick Gauthier, seconded by 
Selectman Huntoon to accept the article. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of thirty-one thousand dollars ($31,000.00) to purchase a new police cruiser and 
retrofit the vehicle with cage and radio equipment, and to authorize the Selectmen to 
withdraw sixteen thousand dollars ($16,000.00) from the Police Vehicle Capital Reserve 
Fund established in 2003 to offset the cost. The total amount to be raised by taxes being 
fifteen thousand dollars ($15,000.00) A motion was made by Selectman Huntoon, 
seconded by Selectman Clarke to amend Article 5. Selectman Huntoon explained that after 
the Board of Selectman reviewed the Trust Funds they realized there was enough in the Police 
Capital Reserve for the vehicle & the Town will not have to raise anymore funds. The 
Moderator read the Amendment: To see if the Town will vote to raise & appropriate the sum 
of thirty-one thousand dollars ($31,000.00) to purchase a new police cruiser & retrofit the 
vehicle with the cage & radio equipment, & to authorize the Selectmen to withdraw thirty-one 
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thousand dollars ($31,000.00) from the Police Vehicle Capital Reserve Fund established in 
2003 to offset the cost. 

The amendment passed with a show of hands vote & the article passed as amended with a 
show of hands vote. 


ARTICLE 6: Moderator read the Article. Motion made by Selectman Huntoon, seconded by 
Selectman Clarke to accept the article. To see if the town will vote to withdraw from Capital 
Reserve Equipment Fund the sum of thirteen thousand dollars ($13,000.00) for the purpose 
of purchasing a sander for the Highway Department. 

Article passed by show of hands vote. 


ARTICLE 7: Moderator read the Article. Motion made by Keith Fleury, seconded by 
Selectman Thompson to accept the article. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to sell any material or equipment deemed to be surplus to the Town needs; sale of 
highway material or equipment to be made with the approval of the Road Agent. 

Article passed by show of hands vote.

To see if the Town will vote to appoint the 
Selectmen as agents for the Capital Reserve Bridge Fund established in 1961 for the purpose 
of repairing and replacing bridges.

To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of five thousand four hundred dollars ($5,400.00) for the purpose of 
road improvements to the Tabor Hill Development and to authorize the Selectmen to 
withdraw two thousand seven hundred dollars ($2,700.00) from the New Hampshire Public 
Deposit Pool account created for that purpose from road impact fees to offset the cost.

Selectman Huntoon explained that because Article 3 had passed, this is fo 
place seventy-one thousand dollars in the operating budget for the purchase 
of the land for the highway garage.

2008 Report of the Library Trustees 


This is my last annual recap for Wilmot’s Town Report as | will be stepping down as a 
trustee to make room for somebody new. Last March, when Pat Novak “retired” from 
her role as board secretary extraordinaire, Jackie Thompson took over as our able 
scribe. Anne Moodey, our treasurer, continues to make sure all our bills and staff are 
paid on time and our books are balanced. Rosanna Dude is thriving in her job as Library 
Director and assures us she will be around for quite a while, and hopes to keep her 
assistant, Kendel Currier, at her side. 


When | think of all that has been happened at the library over the last ten years, | am so 
impressed. WPL has always been a quiet place to find a nice book to read, but today it’s 
much more than that. It’s a place to find an audio book to listen to, go online to do a little 
research or check your email, pick up a classic or newly released movie or DVD, read 
the paper, bring your pre-schooler in for the Children’s Reading Program or your 
elementary schooler for the Summer Reading Program or your high schooler to do some 
homework, broaden your horizons by attending a program with a great speaker or attend 
an event like our first annual Children’s Book Author’s Fair in December...and oh yes, 
you can still take out a new best seller or an old favorite book...some things haven't 
changed. In any event, if you aren't a regular, please make a point to stop by and see 
what Wilmot Public Library has for you. 


In 2008, there was growth in library visits for all of the above activities, but most 
significantly in attendance at programs and borrowing of audio books and movies. To 
free up some space, we are transitioning from books on cassette (although we still have 
a great selection) to CD and from video movies to DVD. Rosanna has spruced up the 
Children’s area and weeded and expanded the Young Adult collection. There are some 
great reads there; in fact some “not so young” adults are fans of the new titles and series 
offered. 
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Each month in 2008, the library hosted a speaker or program offered free to the public 
on topics ranging from NH’s Black History to Silent Film Comedy. If you missed out, 
keep an eye on the Kearsarge Shopper for future opportunities. Rosanna launched our 
website (wilmotlibrary.org) where you can also go to see what’s happening at the 
library. Rosanna was also found at the Wilmot Farmer's Market every weekend this 
summer and fall, meeting and greeting folks and selling books. Did you know that 
Wilmot's library's director is also a published children’s book author? If you haven’t seen 
her book, be sure to ask her about Natalia’s Favorite Color. 


Through LUV (Libraries of the Upper Valley’s coop) and ILL (InterLibrary Loan), we can 
get you just about any title you are looking for, usually within a few days. WPL takes 
advantage of the speaker's bureau of the New Hampshire Humanities Council and apply 
for grants whenever possible. These things allow us to offer much more than you would 
expect a small town library to offer. Our very active and generous Friends program 
(FOWPL) made it possible to balance our 2009 budget without having to increase our 
request of the taxpayers. For that and all the support, enthusiasm and volunteering that 
they do, we remain very grateful. Be sure to partake any time you encounter a FOWPL 
Bake Sale! Our gratitude again this year to the Wilmot Garden Club for keeping on top 
of our curb appeal. Most importantly, we are very fortunate to have the volunteers that 
assure that the library is open six days a week for your convenience. If you would like to 
join the fun and help out, talk to Rosanna about becoming a volunteer. 


Plans for 2009 include a new computer and software for the collection database, with an 
eye toward eventually being able to go online from home to see if we have what you're 
looking for. Downloadable books for MP3 players are growing in popularity and we are 
hoping to have this available this year too. As always, if there is anything you need help 
with or have any suggestions, don’t hesitate to talk to Rosanna. Her schedule is posted 
in the library or you can call or email her.

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Wilmot Volunteer Fire and Rescue Annual Report 


Wilmot Fire and Rescue has had a very busy and productive year. Annual 
election of officers was held at our December meeting. For 2009, Officers are as follows; 
Chief Rick Gauthier, Deputy Chief Doug Rayno, Captain Karl Bjorklund, F.A.S.T Squad 
Captian Peter Burghardt, First Lieutenant Sean Brunel, Second Lieutenant Peter Hilpl, 
Third Lieuenant Tom Sculley, Secretary Rhonda Gauthier, and Treasurer Gayle Irick. 
Meetings are held on the first Thursday of every month at the Firehouse at 7:00em, and 
are open to the public. Anyone interested in learning to serve their community in Fire 
and/or emergency medical response is encouraged to contact a Fire Department 
member or come to a meeting. 

Last year we responded to 149 calls, held 12 monthly training drills, and attended 
mutual aid drills in Sutton and New London. We also hosted a mutual aid drill which 
involved 6 towns and included live fire, search and rescue, rapid intervention, fire 
attack, and water supply. Two members completed Wilderness Rescue EMT training, 
and our crew of certified medical personnel has grown to 10. We currently has five 
members attending the level 1 firefighter training, which is a six month commitment 
totaling nearly 300 hours. As times change, balance between family, work, personal 
development, exercise, and community service is always a challenge for all of us. 
Recruitment and retention of volunteer firefighters and EMT's who are able to commit 
the time necessary to train to the level of competency expected is increasingly difficult. 
Every member of Wilmot Fire & Rescue brings something to the table that | appreciate, 
value and respect. | also would like to acknowledge appreciation of the support we 
get from our community, and the fabulous mutual aid relationships we have. It is truly 
amazing how our community comes together in times of crisis. The ice storm of 2008 is 
the perfect example of that. NH Co-Op, Wilmot Highway, Police, Fire, friends and 
neighbors did whatever it took to look out for each other, and we all got through it. A 
big thank you fo alll.

2008 Wilmot Fire & Rescue Response Detail 
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Report of Forest Fire Warden and State Forest Ranger 


Your local Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department, and the State of New Hampshire Division of Forests & Lands work collaboratively to 
reduce the risk and frequency of wildland fires in New Hampshire. To help us assist you, please contact your local Forest Fire Warden or 
Fire Department to determine if a permit is required before doing ANY outside burning. Under State law (RSA 227-L:17) a fire permit is 
required for all outside burning unless the ground is completely covered with snow. The New Hampshire Department of Environmental 
Services also prohibits the open burning of household waste. Citizens are encouraged to contact the local fire department or DES at 1- 
800-498-6868 or www.des.state.nh.us for more information. Safe open burning requires diligence and responsibility. Help us to protect 
New Hampshire’s forest resources. For more information please contact the Division of Forests & Lands at (603) 271-2214, or online at 
www.nhdflorg. 


Spring fire season lasted unusually long this past year, with very high fire danger stretching into the first week of June. Once again, the 
rains started to fall during the summer and the fire activity was fairly light for the remainder of the year. The acreage burned was less 
than that of 2007. The largest forest fire during the 2008 season burned approximately 54 acres on Rattlesnake Mountain in Rumney on 
White Mountain National Forest property. Another 39 acre fire occurred on Mount Major in Alton during the month of April. Our 
statewide system of 16 fire lookout towers is credited with keeping most fires small and saving several structures this season due to their 
quick and accurate spotting capabilities. Many homes in New Hampshire are located in the wildland urban interface, which is the area 
where homes and flammable wildland fuels intermix. Several of the fires during the 2008 season threatened structures, a constant 
reminder that forest fires burn more than just trees. Homeowners should take measures to prevent a wildland fire from spreading to their 
home. Precautions include keeping your roof and gutters clear of leaves and pine needles, and maintaining adequate green space around 
your home free of flammable materials. Additional information and homeowner recommendations are available at www.firewise.org.

The crew participated in chainsaw safety class hosted by the Local Government Center, 
refining their skills and always learning something new. 


Due to the strained winter budgets of 2007 and 2008, including extra fuel, salt, sand, 
vehicle repairs and overtime, no roadside mowing or paving projects were done this year. 


Transfer Station news includes our new driveway entrance to be opened in the spring, 
and the Town’s newest employee. We welcome Dave Lorden from Wilmot who is 
assisting Dean on Saturdays, and the highway crew when needed. If you don’t already 
know Dave, say hi and introduce yourself. 


Recycling figures in 2008 include the following: Wilmot recycled 71 tons of paper and 
cardboard, 28 tons of scrap metal, 22 tons commingled plastic & aluminum; 3.18 tons of 
electronics, countless pounds of clothing, and 37.5 tons of glass were kept out of the 
compactor. Keep up the good work and encourage your neighbors to recycle, remember 
that everything you recycle reduces the solid waste charges significantly and helps our 
planet.

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Recycling Committee Report — 2008 


First, we'd like to thank Dean Hughes, Transfer Station Attendant, and David Lorden, his 
assistant, for their work on behalf of town residents throughout the year. 

From April 29 to May 3, 2008, the Town of Wilmot Recycling Committee 
collaborated with the Wilmot Conservation Commission, the Wilmot Garden Club, and 
the Wilmot Community Association for the town-wide clean-up. 

This effort involved 56 people who picked up trash along roads throughout town. 
Many people liked the flexibility of a having a week to complete their stretch of road. 
Many participants took the time to segregate trash from recyclables, thus keeping many 
pounds of refuse out of the compactor. Thank you! 

Mark your calendars. This year’s town-wide clean-up will be May 2 through May 
9, 2009. If you would like to participate, please contact Ann Davis at 927-4596 or at 
woodswithoutgile@tds.net to have your name added to the notification list. 

As a bonus for its town-wide clean-up effort, Wilmot received 800 daffodil bulbs 
from New Hampshire the Beautiful/Litter-Free New Hampshire. In the fall of 2008, the 
Wilmot Garden Club planted the bulbs in several town-owned gardens. 

To learn more about recycling, Ann and Marc Davis attended an all-day field trip 
in October 2008 sponsored by the Northeast Resource Recovery Association. They saw 
single-stream recycling in action at the Casella Waste Systems’ facility in Auburn, Mass., 
toured the Transfer Station and Recycling Center in Derry, N.H., and watched how RMG 
Enterprise Inc. recycles electronics in Londonderry. 

Wilmot’s recycling statistics: 

construction debris — 47.35 tons of waste, up from 25.5 tons in 2007; co-mingled 
items — 22.16 tons, up from 18 tons in 2007; glass — 37.5 tons, up from 25 tons in 2007; 
electronics — 3.5 tons, up from 1.3 tons in 2007; scrap metal — 37 tons; paper and 
cardboard — 70.89 tons. Keep up the good work! When you reduce, recycle, reuse you 
help to reduce the town’s cost to remove refuse. 

Recycling is important and easy. Here are some reminders: 

e Any paper and cardboard that can be torn and is clean should be recycled. 

e Glass jars, bottles, ceramic toilets and sinks, and window glass can be 
deposited in the glass bin. 

e Plastic #1 and #2, water, soda, milk jugs, etc. go in the co-mingle bin. 
Please rinse, remove caps, and crush. 

e Aluminum and steel cans go in the co-mingle bin. Please rinse and crush.

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WILMOT ZONING BOARD OF ADJUSTMENT 


The year 2008 was rather quiet for the Wilmot Zoning Board of Adjustment. Two 
mandated public hearings were held; one in April and the second in October to elect the 
ZBA Vice Chairman and Chairman respectively. No formal appeal applications were 
received during the year. 


In order to have an appeals hearing, an individual or organization must follow the 
prescribed channels and procedures through the Selectmen and/or Planning Board and 
not obtained the results they desired. At that point, they may file a formal application to 
the ZBA within the prescribed time frame based on meeting the terms and conditions of 
one of the following categories: 

- Appeal from an Administration Decision 

- Special Exception 

- Use Variance 

- Area Variance 

- Equitable Waiver of Dimensional Requirements 


Upon receipt of a completed application, arrangements for a public hearing will be set 
into motion. 


The Board shall have the following authority: 


- To hear and decide appeals where it is alleged there is an error in any order, 
requirement, decision or determination made by an 
administrative official or body in the enforcement of the zoning ordinance. 


- To hear and decide special exceptions to the terms of the ordinance upon which the 
Board is required to pass under the ordinance. 


The Board in its discussions this year expressed concerns that the Town should take steps 
to strengthen its planning and zoning oversight enforcement procedures. To see that the 
rulings of the major Boards are properly adhered to and complied with is an important 
part of the overall administrative process. 


In conclusion, the ZBA is looking for several members of the Wilmot community who 
would be interested in participating in this quasi judicial body. There are openings for 
alternate members. This is a good starting point in the learning process. If interested, 
please contact the Board of Selectmen.

During 2008 the Committee continued to maintain a regional website, hosted a booth at the 
Upper Valley Home Life Exhibition, provided volunteers for the household hazardous waste 
collections at the Lebanon Landfill, and met with Mare Morgan, Solid Waste Manager for 
Lebanon to learn more about the Landfill and Recycling Center and the services they provide.

Household Hazardous Waste Collection Support The committee provided volunteer support 
at the collections held at the Lebanon Landfill, keeping waiting times short and residents 
informed. A total of 480 households from Canaan, Enfield, Hanover, Lebanon, Lyme, Orford, 
Plainfield, Springfield and Cornish brought waste to two collections at the Lebanon Landfill.

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Wilmot Conservation Commission 


The highlight for the Wilmot Conservation Commission (WCC) this year was the completion 
and printing of the Conservation Plan (CP) for the Town (see details below). We also had some 
changes in membership. Ken Grossman, who did an admirable job as the WCC’s first chairman, 
resigned from the commission. His contributions are greatly appreciated. Brian Faughnan 
became chairman, Geoff Lizotte accepted the vice -chairmanship, and John Bowman moved 
from alternate to full member. John resigned from the commission in December. John was an 
active contributor to our meetings and shall be missed. Tim Wallace was appointed alternate 
member by the selectmen and is a valuable addition to the commission. Selectman Kenny 
Clarke was replaced by Selectman Mary Kay Huntoon . 


We expedited four dredge and fill applications this year. The conservation commission, in an 
advisory capacity, notes any deficiencies in an application. Approval is granted by the NH 
Dept. of Environmental Services (NHDES). We encourage residents with complicated 
applications to come before the conservation commission for review before submission. 


Members attended several meetings and workshops related to conservation. These included: 
the annual New Hampshire Association of Conservation Commissions (NHACC) meeting in 
Concord, a Saving Special Places meeting sponsored by Ausbon Sargent Land Preservation Trust 
and the Society for the Protection of NH Forests, and a special meeting for local conservation 
commission chairmen held at ASLPT headquarters in New London. 


As noted above, the WCC’s major effort this year has been the completion of the Conservation 
Plan (CP) which we had begun working on last year. The CP was printed at the end of October 
and copies distributed to town officials in November. The work was carried out by your 
volunteer conservation commissioners, and because of the time commitment involved we were 
not able to organize as many public events as we’d planned; however, in 2009 we are planning 
to host a small number of workshops for Wilmot landowners presented by the UNH 
Cooperative Extension. Interested residents of adjoining towns would also be invited. Look for 
more details when the plans are finalized. Also, a public meeting was held in February at the 
Wilmot Public Library where an interim report on our progress was presented. The following 
summarizes the completed work: 


A Conservation Plan is a natural follow-on to the Natural Resource Inventory, which the 
Conservation Commission completed in March, 2006. The purpose of the Plan is to determine, 
as objectively as possible based on clearly stated criteria, what areas of Wilmot are most worthy 
of conservation or protection. The Plan should prove useful to town planners, and it is hoped 
that all or parts of it will be included in the town master plan. The first step in implementing the 
plan was conducting a town-wide survey in 2006, asking residents to indicate what they felt 
were most important to protect (i.e., water resources, wildlife corridors and habitat, scenic 
values, rural character, etc.). The results of this survey were the basis for the WCC setting the 
criteria. 
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The seven major criteria are: 

Ground Waters, Riparian Zones, Wetlands, Significant Wildlife & Identified Endangered Species, Land 
in close Proximity to other Conserved Lands, Forested Land and Unfragmented Land Areas, and 
Pastures, Fields, and Meadows. 


Next, maps were created which display the natural resources of Wilmot. The maps were used 
for later, more detailed analysis. These maps also serve as an update of the Natural Resource 
Inventory. Another set of maps highlights the areas in Wilmot which meet our criteria. For 
example, one map shows the brooks, ponds, aquifers, and wetlands with buffered areas around 
them. Multiple maps containing different layers are used for clarity. Finally, each criteria was 
given a priority value (1, 2, or 3) and a co-occurrence map was constructed which shows by 
means of different shades of color the high priority areas for conservation or protection. 


Copies of the Conservation Plan are available in the town office and at the Wilmot Public 
Library. You can also find it, as well as the NRI and other reports on the Wilmot Town website 
(Wilmot.org). Go to the Conservation Commission link under Town Government, and click on 
the link: Conservation Reports and Maps. We invite your comments and questions.

The Wilmot Community Association (WCA) is a nonprofit, 501(c)(3) charitable organization 
whose mission is to provide and promote recreational, social and educational activities for the 
people of Wilmot and our surrounding communities. The WCA is a membership organization 
open to all area residents and visitors. In 2008, approximately 140 families became members or 
renewed their annual memberships in support of our organization. 

The WCA operating budget does not rely on financial support from Town taxes. Our facilities 
(The WCA Barn and Timmy Patten Park & Beach) as well as our programs are funded entirely 
by private donations, small program fees, and annual membership dues. The WCA is governed 
by an all-volunteer board and relies on many volunteers to help carry out the programs and 
events vital to our sense of community. 

The WCA Barn — We hosted a variety of programs for all ages: for kids there were Wilmot 
Wacky Day, pumpkin carving, and a holiday party; for the adults, there were knitting groups; for 
seniors we worked with the Wilmot Ladies’ Aid Society to provide monthly luncheons where 
seniors can socialize and enjoy interesting programs. New in 2008 we introduced a Tot Lot Play 
Group for area parents and kids to come and have an area to play and socialize, and we had an 
Adult Social Hour were anyone without kids could come and enjoy some coffee and 
socialization or play games. Among the area organizations currently meeting in the Barn are the 
Kearsarge Fiber Divas, Wilmot Ladies’ Aid Society, Alcoholics Anonymous, Girl Scouts and 
American Legion Post 40. The Wilmot Learning Place has been able to run its programs in the 
downstairs classrooms and playground. The rental of the building include Kids Birthday Parties, 
Surprise Birthday Parties, Cocktail Parties, Weddings, Baby Showers, Bridal Showers, 
Graduation Parties, private Dance Lessons, Wine Tastings, Corporate Meetings, various 
organization Christmas Parties and various local non-profit Fundraising Dinners. 

Timmy Patten Park and Beach - The WCA also owns and operates the Timmy Patten Park 
and Beach on Shindagan Road. Members and their guests are invited to use this facility, which 
offers a roped swimming area, picnic tables and playground. The WCA continued our improved 
Summer Beach Program for children ages 6-12 and American Red Cross swimming lessons in 
July and August. If you use these facilities, please help support their maintenance by becoming 
an annual WCA member. 

Lynda DeCosta served her second year as our administrator. Lynda oversees building 
maintenance, meeting schedules and rentals, ensuring the upkeep and maintenance of the Barn 
and broadening the range of programs so that we can more fully utilize our facilities and serve as 
a true gathering place for residents of Wilmot and our surrounding towns.

Wilmot’s school is The Wilmot Learning Place. The Wilmot Learning Place (WLP) is a private, not-for 
profit SO1(c)3 state licensed Preschool and Pre-Kindergarten offering an introduction to education for three 
and four year old children. For over 40 years we have provided an affordable preschool for all Wilmot 
children, operating in 2 classrooms in the Wilmot Community Association building. 


The school has grown in the decades since it was founded in the early 1960’s and now employs 2 teachers 
and 3 part-time assistant teachers, serving 39 students in the 2008-2009 school year. We offer an early drop 
off and two after school programs. 


In 2005 we moved into the beautiful new WCA building and constructed 2 new playgrounds. We rent this 
space from the WCA. Our new classrooms and the playgrounds have been wonderful. 


WLP recognizes the importance of providing a loving and warm environment to enhance individual growth 
and development in all areas. We seek to instill a love for learning by providing a positive, enjoyable 
educational experience for each child. By encouraging our children to be kind, caring and polite we hope to 
nurture each student’s love and respect for education and their fellow classmates. Classes focus on healthy 
habits, nutrition, citizenship, manners, cooperative and imaginative play as well as number and alphabet 
recognition. We believe that this foundation will serve the children well as they enter Kindergarten and 
interact with the world outside family and school. 


The school is governed by a volunteer Board of Directors consisting of concerned citizens, parents and a 
teacher adviser, the majority of whom are Wilmot residents. We have openings on the board for Wilmot 
residents so if you are interested in joining our dynamic, resourceful team, give us a call. 


Wilmot Learning Place was the 2007 recipient of the Lake Sunapee VNA Business of the Year award. 


Our Pre-K is taught by Clare Morgan, our Head Teacher. Sue Blanchard is our Preschool Teacher. We also 
have 3 part-time assistant teachers. 


Operating as a not-for-profit, we run on a tight budget. The Town of Wilmot’s past financial support has 
helped us tremendously every year and we are very grateful. This support, along with vigorous fundraising 
events helps to keep the school’s tuition accessible for every resident and allows us to grant Wilmot 
residents a small discount on their tuition. Thanks to our Budget Committee we have guided the school’s 
budget back on track and are operating the school on sound business principles. 


We make every effort to keep our tuition affordable and provide scholarship assistance when we are able 
all the while employing the most qualified teachers we can find. Through our own fundraising efforts and 
generous donations from two Churches in Wilmot, we established a scholarship assistance fund 
approximately 6 years ago. In 2008, over $1,000 was given out in tuition assistance. The future of the WLP 
scholarship lies with the community. We are accepting donations to keep the fund alive for future students 
as we are unable to contribute to it due to a very tight budget. All of our fundraising is directed to help run 
the school. 


New this year is the formation of The Friends of Wilmot Learning Place and a new volunteer position of 
Fundraising/Event Coordinator. Working together with the Board, the Coordinator and the Friends are 
responsible for fundraising, event planning and execution. Cicely Markoff is our new Coordinator.

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Playground Equipment Replacement Fund 

The school was the grateful recipient this year of a grant from Mascoma Savings Bank Foundation to 
establish a fund which will be used to replace worn equipment in our playground. In order to replace the 
Cedar Works equipment (which was donated used a number of years ago) with similar, high quality 
equipment, more money must be added to the fund. After school hours, our playground is open to the 
community to enjoy.

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UNH Cooperative Extension Merrimack County 


UNH Cooperative Extension, the public outreach arm of the University of New Hampshire, has engaged 
New Hampshire residents for 94 years with a broad variety of non-formal educational offerings. One in 
four Merrimack County residents took advantage of at least one Extension program last year. 


We offer programs in parenting, family finances, food safety, home gardening, 4-H (including clubs, 
camps, special interest programs and after school programs for children and teens), nutrition education 
for low-income families, and acculturation for refugee families. We respond to the needs of forest 
landowners, commercial farmers, niche growers, farmers’ markets, and many other groups. 


Merrimack County Extension educators also work extensively with towns and school districts, 
organizing and advising after-school programs, helping school and town groundskeepers maintain 
athletic fields, landscaped areas, and town forests. We provide guidance to community boards on current 
use, timber tax law, and other land-use issues. We also help social service agencies plan programs and 
stay current with the latest research and best practices. 


Our county staff participate—and sometimes take leadership roles—in many state and local coalitions, 
among them the Franklin and Concord Asset Building Coalitions, the Concord Substance Abuse 
Coalition, the Timberland Owners Association, N.H. Farm and Forest Exposition board, Ausbon Sargent 
Land Trust outreach committee, N.H. Association for Infant Mental Health, the state Marriage and 
Family Advisory Board, the N.H. Volunteer Administrators Association, and Pittsfield Youth 
Workshop. 


Merrimack County Extension provides fact-sheet notebooks to all town libraries and our educators often 
appear on WPTL Radio (107.7 FM), which offers information to residents throughout the station’s 
listening area. 


UNH Cooperative Extension operates a statewide toll-free Info Line (1-877-398-4769) at our Family, 
Home & Garden Education Center, staffed Monday through Friday, 9:00 a.m. — 2:00 p.m., and 5:00 p.m. 
to 7:30 p.m. on Wednesday evenings. Last year, the Info Line handled nearly 700 requests from 
Merrimack County residents. 


Finally, UNH Extension trains and supports more 5,000 volunteers statewide: 4-H leaders, master 
gardeners, wildlife coverts, community tree stewards, water quality monitors, marine docents, and 
others, who extend the reach of Extension programs into many domains of New Hampshire life. If 
volunteer opportunities interest you, please call Merrimack County Extension Office at 225-5505 or 
796-2151, or stop by the office at 315 Daniel Webster Highway in Boscawen next to the County 
Nursing Home on Route 3.

Dear Friends, 


Lake Sunapee Region VNA & Hospice (LSRVNA) remains grateful for the 
opportunities to provide home health, hospice, long-term care and community 
health services to all residents of Wilmot. Our Mission remains to provide these 
services to support the dignity and independence of all individuals and families 
in your community. We strongly believe in the value and necessity of home care 
and the LSRVNA Board of Directors has reaffirmed that, within its financial 
resources, the Agency will continue to provide Wilmot residents with all its 
services, except for long-term private duty care, regardless of insurance coverage 
or any patient's ability to pay for care. 


I believe that a good visiting nurse agency occupies a unique niche in both the 
health care system and the communities within which it operates. In addition to 
treating disease and illness, LSRVNA staff seek to provide education and 
emotional support to motivate and empower individuals to not only recover to 
the fullest extent possible, but to make informed independent choices about how 
to lead their lives and prevent future illness. When an individual is terminally 
ill, our focus is to provide comfort and support the dignity and essential worth of 
not only our patient, but our patient’s family as well. Our support groups and 
clinics provide preventative care, emotional support and expert advice to all who 
choose to partake. I consider LSRVNA employees fortunate to be allowed into 
individual homes to provide most of our services. This intimate setting allows us 
to address not only disease and illness, but the complicated emotional, 
psychological and social issues that accompany them. 


LSRVNA has always embraced the role of technology in home health care. 
Utilization of newer and sophisticated treatments have enabled some individuals 
to recover in their homes when, just a few years ago, their only options were to 
remain in a hospital or to receive care ina nursing home. Although the Agency 
does perform the most modern home care treatments available, when compared 
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to much of our health care system, we are somewhat low-tech providers. Our 
greatest and most valuable asset is the personalized one-on-one care and 
teaching that our nurses, therapists, home health aides, homemakers, volunteers 
and counselors provide to our patients. 


Unfortunately, health care reimbursement is often driven by technology and 
procedures such as MRIs and operations; home care remains an under-funded 
component of the system. For example, the average charge for two nights of 
room, board and nursing care (not including any tests, medications or 
procedures) in a hospital is roughly equal to the amount of money that a VNA is 
reimbursed for providing up to 60 days of Medicare-funded home care! As a 
result, LSRVNA depends on the financial support of the towns and individuals 
within the area it serves. That is why your ongoing support is so vitally 
necessary. 


Again in 2008, LSRVNA staff provided care to more than 200 Wilmot residents. 
Here is a partial breakdown of the services provided: 
e Community health clinics (blood pressure, foot care, well child and flu 
clinics) provided services to at least 159 individuals; 
e Our staff made over 1266 home care visits to 43 children, adults and 
newborns ; 
e Nine elderly and disabled individuals received over 820 hours of 
supportive in-home care. Over 675 of these hours were reimbursed by 
New Hampshire Medicaid at a rate equal to about 65% of our cost; and, 
e Two residents received compassionate end-of-life care in their homes 
through our hospice program. Their families and loved ones will be 
provided with bereavement and grief support services at no charge. 


Again, although I believe that a vibrant VNA is an integral part of any 
community, LSRVNA would not exist without your ongoing support. Speaking 
on behalf of all Agency employees, I am grateful for your continued support and 
wish you all happiness and the best of health in the coming year.

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The Wilmot Garden Club 


In summer and winter the Wilmot Garden Club (WGC), an intrepid band of volunteers, 
works to dab beauty all around our town. In summer these folks tend the gardens and 
planters in many spots including the Timmy Patten Beach, the Post Office and the traffic 
triangle nearby, the ball field, Town Offices, Town Hall, Wilmot Public Library, the 
Transfer Station, and the Veteran’s Memorial. In winter they festoon the signposts in 
Wilmot Flat with fresh evergreens. They hang wreaths on the doors of the town offices, 
Town Hall, the Wilmot Public Library, and the Wilmot Post Office. Also during the 
holidays, they decorate the Post Office with a fun winter theme. In 2008, Clayton Nowell 
assisted the group by generously providing artifacts relating to making maple syrup. 


To pay for the flowers in summer and the wreaths in winter, the group organizes and 
conducts its only fund-raising event — a spring plant sale. In 2008 it was completely sold 
out! In 2009, the sale will be one day only — rain or shine — from 8 a.m. to noon, May 23, 
the Saturday before Memorial Day, at The Old Firehouse in Wilmot Flat. Several weeks 
before the sale, members dig perennials, such as flowers, herbs and groundcovers, from 
their gardens and, with permission, from the gardens of others. Thrifty gardeners know 
these hand-dug plants are a great value and return to the sale year after year. An 
exceptional selection of annuals — flowers, herbs and vegetables — fresh from Jolly 
Farmer in Maine also will be available. All the plants always are reasonably priced. We 
are grateful to Dana Dakin who graciously allows the WGC to use the large parking area 
at The Old Firehouse. This prime location certainly adds to the plant sale’s success. 


During summer, and until frost, volunteers weed and water the various beds and barrels 
throughout town. Many thanks again to Doug Rayno for donating mulch. This ensures 
the plantings are beautiful all summer by deterring weeds and retaining moisture (crucial 
because several beds have no water source nearby). 


In June 2008, the club replanted the garden in front of the Town Hall with assistance 
from members of the Town of Wilmot Highway Department crew. With her keen eye for 
design, De Segersen’s kept the plantings simple and chose flowering shrubs in keeping 
with the historic building. 


In fall of 2008, the group planted more than 1,000 bulbs (daffodils and tulips) in several 
town flower beds. Watch for a great show this spring!

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The Ausbon Sargent Land Preservation Trust 


For more than 20 years, the Ausbon Sargent Land Preservation Trust (ASLPT) has been a 
leader in the conservation of our natural resources in the Mount Kearsarge/Lake Sunapee 
Region. The mission of this non-profit, citizen-based group is to protect the region’s rural 
landscape. Since its founding in 1987, the ASLPT has completed 100 projects and 
protected 6,203 acres. All of these conservation lands must provide for some public 
benefit and two thirds of these properties offer public access. 


In April, the Outreach Committee of the ASLPT cosponsored a conference with the 
Center for Land Conservation Assistance, “Saving Special Places.” In October the 
Outreach Committee hosted a roundtable discussion for chairmen of Conservation 
Commissions. In November the Committee sponsored “Maintaining Rural Character,” a 
workshop for the decision makers on town boards and commissions in the ASLPT’s 12- 
town region, which includes Wilmot. The workshop provided opportunities for 
participants to compare current policies to retain rural character in their towns through 
zoning, planning and conservation. Several representatives from Wilmot’s boards and 
commissions participated in all three of these events. 


Land conservation is a partnership that often involves not only the landowner and 
ASLPT, but also other conservation organizations and local conservation commissions. 
In Wilmot, nearly 1,800 acres are protected by conservation easements through land 
trusts. These parcels are privately owned and their owners continue to pay property taxes 
on their land. Wilmot has many “special places” that contribute to making our town a 
place you are proud to call home. If you would like to participate in protecting these 
places, your options include: become a conservation easement donor, support ASLPT 
financially, volunteer your time to the organization, and encourage our town officials to 
protect Wilmot’s rural character by supporting land conservation. If you are interested in
